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1 recently discussed with you CMB^s request for our views on the 
question of including in the LEAA reauthorization legislation a provision 
such as in current law prohibiting relationships between CIA and LEAA. 

We concluded that while we did not endorse such a provision, we would 
rehLly have no formal objection to its inclusion in the new legislation, 
iius new legislation was introduced in the Congress on Monday. 10 July 

as the Justice Inprovement Act of 1978. The provision relating to CIA 
reads as follows: 


SEC. 824. Notwithstanding any other provision of this 
title, no use will be made of services, facilities, or 
personnel of the Central Intelligence Agency.” 

The following is the language from P.L. 93-83 (the existing LEAA 
legislation) on this point: 

SEC. S08. The Administration Is authorized, on a reimbursable 
basis when appropriate, to use the available services, equip- 
ment, personnel, and facilities of the Department of Justice 
and of other civilian or military agencies and instrumentalities 
of the Federal Government (not including the Central Intelligence
